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25 gather to discuss proposed 
public safety assessment in city

About 25 people, mostly fire fighters 
and their supporters, attended Monday’s 
special meeting of the Belleville City 
Council at Belleville High School to 
discuss the proposed 2-mill assessment for 
public safety. 

The question is on the Nov. 5 ballot, but 
the result of the election is not a mandate. 
It’s an advisory vote. 

“We wanted to have this meeting,” said 
Mayor Kerreen Conley at the end of the 
58-minute informational session, after the 
council was criticized for not just making 
the decision on its own to levy the 2 mills 
two months ago. 

“We didn’t need to have this meeting,” 
she continued. “We’ll see what happens on 
election day and go from there. This is not 
meant to be a shell game.” 

“The second week in November it 
will be on the city council agenda,” said 
Councilman Tom Fielder. That is when the 
council could vote to levy the assessment 
for this winter’s tax bill. 

The council said the city is not getting in 
enough tax money to provide public safety 
services, especially buying police cars and 
fire engines. 

At the beginning of the meeting, Mayor 
Conley said the money for public safety 
is needed for ten years because expensive 
equipment will take more than one year to 
pay off. 

She said the council will have to vote to 
levy the 2 mills each year for 10 years. The 
2 mills are expected to bring in $90,000 per 
year for public safety operating needs. 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte read aloud 
the ballot language on the city’s Nov. 5 
ballot. It was noted the sample ballot is on 
the city’s website for study. 

“What happens if it’s voted down?” asked 
Tony Talaga. 

“Would we shove it down the taxpayers’ 
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throats?” asked Mayor Conley. “That’s not 
a good idea. We can vote it in or wait and 
look at whether it’s the 10 years that caused 
it to fail or what else.” 

She insisted the tax revenue doesn’t cover 
the public safety services that they need 
to provide. She said it’s important for the 
council to have the support of the voters. 
One of the council members, Tom Smith, 
is not running again and the city will have 
a new council after the election. 

She said maybe it wasn’t clear that specific 
equipment is needed for public safety, such 
as police vehicles and the police interview 
room. The fire truck is on the list of capital 
needs, too. The main things have been 
identified, she said. 

Talaga asked when the one year at a time 
would end, in 2029? 

Mayor Conley replied it could be longer. 

Michael Renaud asked if the Downtown 
Development Authority would not be 
withholding funds from this assessment. 

“The revenue from this special assessment 
would not go to the DDA,” Conley replied. 

Anna Loranger said since the special 
assessment is only good for one year, do 
they have to do it every year? 

“The council has to vote every year,” 
Conley replied. “Even if the board changes 
they will know the people approved it for 
10 years.” 

Conley said the council decided in July to 
go for a special assessment. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria said one-third 
of the city’s tax base is untaxable because 
of the schools, churches, and the library. 

“Our tax base pays for police and fire,” 
Loria said. “We want to see if you’re 
willing to pay for the services.” 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger said they have 
a need for two fire trucks. The 1989 Ford 
truck has stick shift and many of his fire 
fighters can’t drive it. The main truck is 
from 1998 and is 21 years old. He said they

VBT Board approves 2020 
general fund budget on 5-1 vote

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees approved the 2019 amended 
general fund budget, the 2020 general fund 
budget and the 2020 salary wage scale on 
a 5-1 vote at the Oct. 15 regular meeting of 
the board of trustees. 
Trustee Paul White voted no and Treasurer 
Sharry Budd was absent. 

The board unanimously approved 
the 2019 amended and 2020 proposed 
special revenues budgets that include 
the Downtown Development Authority, 
Local Development Finance Authority, 
Federal Forfeiture Fund, State Forfeiture 
Fund, E-911 Service Fund, Landfill Fund, 
Belleville Area Museum, Long Term Debt 
Fund, and Capital Improvement Fund. 

The board also approved unanimously the 
2019 Amended and 2020 Proposed Water 
and Sewer budget, noting that water/sewer 


rates will rise 5% as of Jan. 1, which would 
amount to about an $8 or $9 quarterly rate 
increase per average customer. 

Trustee White said he voted against 
the general fund budget because of the 
inappropriate raises this year, there is too 
much money in the budget with a possible 
economic downturn coming in the future, 
and the Visteon bond debacle. 

White said public safety comes first 
and everything after that is fluff. He said 
they get a couple million dollars from the 
landfill each year. And, they are picking 
and choosing who to give money to. 

“I’m not pleased with the budget,” White 
concluded. 

“We heard why he gave the raises,” said 
Clerk Leon Wright, referring to Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara’s statement at the work/ 
study session. “I think it’s a good budget.” 

Trustee Reggie Miller, who praised

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No books planned for Sumpter 
Township’s new branch library

“Books on demand” is what will be offered 
at the Belleville Area District Library’s new 
branch in Sumpter Township when it opens in 
November. 

At the Oct. 8 regular meeting of the district 
library board, the Jndependent reported 
comments just made at the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees meeting that had adjourned a 
few minutes earlier. 

The Independent reported Sumpter resident 
Mary Ban said someone told her there would 
be no books at the branch library. She said she 
asked about it and Sumpter Deputy Supervisor 
Karen Armatis confirmed there would be no 
books. 

Deputy Armatis said that’s what she said to 
Ban and the branch was to be a “media center.” 

The library board confirmed the renovated 
facility in Sumpter was to be a media center with 
computers and printers and other technology, 
but no books. Books could be ordered and 
they would be brought from the main library in 
Belleville. 

Then, they could be dropped off at the media 
center and they would be returned to Belleville. 

Library board chairwoman Sharon Peters said 
the Friends of the Library could bring some of 
the donated books they are selling to display 
and sell. 

In a related matter, Library Director Mary Jo 
Suchy reported the plumbing, electrical, and 
wall demolitions had been completed and the 
site concrete had been poured at the branch site, 
across Sumpter Road from the township hall. 

The hexagon building was most recently the 
site of the DPW department, which moved to 
another building next door. Reportedly, it was 
first built to house the senior citizens group, but 
was quickly found to be too small. 

Suchy said the floor tile was removed and 
channels were dug into the floor for the electrical 
power that will run the computer workstations. 
She said the computer tables are on order and 
electrical work is ongoing. Also, painting has 
been done inside. 

Suchy said fiber optics are on the way and 
the drive-up, stand-alone book return is enroute. 

Installation of the metal roof is scheduled for 
the last week of October. Suchy said it had to be 
ordered and it will have a mock sun roof. 

Peters said they will have to check with 
Sumpter on its plans for a ribbon-cutting, which 
probably will be around Thanksgiving in late 
November. She expects they will have a soft 
opening first. 

Peters said representatives of the library have 
been meeting with Sumpter every Thursday 
concerning the branch. 

The planned hours for the branch are 10 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. on Mondays and Wednesdays; 3 to 8 
p.m. on Tuesdays and Thursdays; and 10 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. on Saturdays. Staff will be on hand 
during those hours. 

Meanwhile, progress continues on the new, 
two-story library next to the old library in 
downtown Belleville, with the installation of 
the curtain wall of windows in the tower and 
the installation of the elevator, along with other 


work. 

The previous Saturday, 50 people signed 
up and 40 people came, most with shovels, to 
dig up the perennials around the old library to 
transfer to their home gardens as mementos. 

Building committee chairwoman Joy 
Cichewicz said March 1 is the date set to tear 
down the old library. Suchy said tables and end 
shelving will be done by LDA and HLF of Van 
Buren Township, with the warden tables being 
built on site in the new library. 

Suchy said because of the savings in this 
area, they will be able to put outlets in all of 
the tables. 

Peters said representatives of Van Buren 
Township and the Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority have been invited 
to a 10 a.m., Oct. 24, meeting of the building 
committee to encourage cooperation. The 
meeting is open to the public. 

Peters said the location of the library and 
museum is considered a community cultural 
hub. She reminded the board that the library 
board is elected by all three communities -- 
Belleville, Van Buren, and Sumpter — and so 
serves all three communities. 

Peters said at the joint meeting they’ll discuss 
the former old fire station doors that are next to 
the new front door of the library. A hard-hat tour 
of the new building will follow the meeting, she 
said. 

Since the old library is slated to be torn down 
March 1, a farewell party is being planned for 
Feb. 21 with a Mardi Gras theme. Marketing 
committee chairwoman Alma Hughes-Grubbs 
said the brass band for the event has been 
booked.

On Monday, Raynard and Toni Anderson 
stood before the Belleville City Council 
and generously offered their prayers for the 
city for whatever is needed. The Andersons 
work at protecting the young people in 
our community as security guards in the 
schools and have for three years. 

They already know the heartache some 
students suffer and about the faltering 
families. Raynard said they have worked 
for years as chaplains with the Detroit 
Police Department and have been written 
about by columnist Mitch Albom for their 
positive work for that city.

In the Belleville we know, there is an 
elderly family losing its home, a young 
man jailed for making violent threats on 
his computer, severe health problems for 
businessmen and city leaders. The list goes 
on.

Certainly. Is it that hard to say? Would, 
“Please, pray for us” show weakness? 

No. We could all use some prayers.

Belleville City Councilman Jesse Marcotte’s 
wife Melly gave birth to their son on Oct. 
13 at University of Michigan Mott Hospital. 
Aidan Xavier Marcotte weighed six pounds, 
13 ounces. Councilman Marcotte said it was 
kind of fun for his wife to be in Room 911. 
He is a firefighter. Mother and son are doing 
well and Melly wanted to come to Monday’s 
city council meetings, but Jesse thought they 
might go too long. 

I recently was given a hard-hat tour of the 
new court building now under construction 
in Romulus. Al Hindman showed me the 
ins and outs of the building, starting with 
the indoor parking for the judges. Now, that 
I think about it that’s a very good safety 
measure considering how often defendants 
are angry with the judges. 

There are lots of other security details in 
the building, which is gorgeous. There are 
four courtrooms — for the three judges and 
the magistrate — with one courtroom larger 
in case we run into another big case like 
we did when all the Romulus officials were 
defendants and the court had to borrow VBT 
Hall for preliminary exams. 

We received a call Thursday advising 
us that the beautiful carved depiction of 
the Last Supper donated to St. Anthony 
Catholic Church in Belleville by the late Dr. 
Evangelina Esquejo-Capili, no longer hangs 
in the place where the community gathers 
for meals. 

Our reader said Father John moved the 
carved Last Supper into the church where 
people can see it at services. 

Another reader called to say she had a 
scam call last week, allegedly from Social 
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Security, that advised her that her Social 
Security Number was used at the Texas 
border. She hung up. 

In last week’s column I reported on what 
was said in the Oct. 14 work/study session 
about big raises for people who hadn’t 
been working at Van Buren Township for 
very long. I reported that Trustee Paul 
White pointed to a $4,000 raise for Human 
Resources Director Nicole Sumpter, that 
was actually $2,997. 

White said he didn’t say that Sumpter got 
a $4,000 raise. That’s what the assessor got 
for getting the top designation in the state for 
assessing and she’s been with the township 
as long as I’ve been covering the township, 
some 25 years. Now Linda Stevenson could 
go anywhere she wants in the state and get a 
much higher salary than what she’s getting 
here. 

The HR Director went from $69,003 to 
$72,000, but if that includes a 2% raise, I’m 
not sure. Then, Deputy DDA Director got a 
raise from $54,083 to $56,787, which may 
include the 2% raise. It’s hard to figure out. 

All this is to say Trustee White said he 
didn’t say Sumpter got $4,000 raise at the 
regular meeting because he watched the 
recording of the meeting to double check. 
That’s right, but my notes were from the 
previous day’s work/study session when the 
issue was discussed. 

At the work/study session Trustee White 
said such raises cause angst for people 
who didn’t get big raises, but do their work

every day in a great manner. He said he was 
referring to the $15,000 raise and the $4,000 
raise for people who haven’t been here long. 

I was sure he was referring to Matt Best 
and Nicole Sumpter because they got big 
raises and they haven’t been here that 
long. (Best got his big 
raise last year.) That 
may have been where 
things got mixed up. I 
apologize. These side 
raises are very confusing 
for me, with or without 
2% salary increases for 
everyone else. 
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At the regular meeting of the VBT board 
on Oct. 15, Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
announced that for the first time the 
township meeting was being broadcast live 
on YouTube. 
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Also at the work/study session of the 
township board Clerk Leon Wright said his 
brother who has Down’s Syndrome is living 
“day-to-day right now” and Wright may have 
to go to Mississippi. Last weekend, Wright 
noted on Facebook that his brother died on 
Friday and he was going to Mississippi for 
the funeral. 

The railroad tracks over Haggerty Road, 
just north of East Huron River Drive, are 
now smooth to drive over. Haggerty was 
closed at that point for five days and finally 
was reopened Saturday morning.

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Sumpter Twp. board hires five new paid-per-call fire fighters

At its regular meeting on Oct. 8, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously to hire five new paid-per-call 
fire fighters. 

Hired were: Samuel Scott Villa, Jr.; Allison 
Ray Crady; Courtney Ann Frost; Benjamin 
Lee-Karl Combs; and Richard Jason 
Landskroener, who is with the Belleville 
Fire Department. 

Supervisor John Morgan said he recognized 
Landskroener as being a student in Morgan’s 
sixth-grade class when Morgan was a teacher 
in the Romulus school district. 

All were approved pending successfully 
passing a physical and drug test. 

They will join the present department 
with 20 paid-per-call fire fighters that is 
considerably down in numbers from past 
years. 

“Our numbers have been down,” said 
Trustee Don LaPorte, who is the board’s 
liaison to the fire department and also a 
fire fighter. “It’s an awesome thing you’ve 
signed up for.” 

In other business at the 47-minute regular 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved the $9,800 low base bid of 
C&S Construction of Wyandotte to renovate 
the ramp at the newly relocated Water 
Department offices. Other bids were $12,000 
from Four G’s Construction of Taylor and 
$12,500 from Arbor Masonry, Inc. of Milan. 
The work includes renovation of the existing 
concrete ramp, removal and replacement of 
all steel railings, removal and replacement of 
existing concrete cap as needed (about 30%), 
repair of broken concrete and correcting the 
slope away from building; 

e Tabled a proposal to pay $1,295 to Total 
Info to renew a subscription to continue using 
on the government access channel for one 
year. The current subscription expires Oct. 
31. The service includes sports headlines, 
world news headlines, local weather, top 
news, general news, political news, and 
business news. Treasurer Ken Bednark 
questioned only having one bid and he got 
other price proposals. Trustee Tim Rush 
said he was going to vote no on this since, 
“I don’t think we need this information. We 
only need Sumpter Township information” 
on the government channel; 

e Approved paying $8,852.78 to West 
Shore Services of Allendale to purchase a

new computer and operating software for 
the township’s emergency siren system. 
Director of Public Safety/Chief of Police 
Eric Luke said the current computer’s age is 
at least pre-August 2010. Also, the software 
needs to be updated to work with the new 
computer and the software is the bulk of the 
cost. Luke said the general fund has paid 
siren costs in the past and the new finance 
director is deciding which specific fund will 
pay for this. Trustee Rush said the computer 
has been there since 2002 and Trustee 
Matthew Oddy said, “It’s surprising it hasn’t 
failed already.” Chief Luke said the average 
computer’s life is 4-5 years and, “We’re on 
borrowed time”; 

e Heard Clerk Esther Hurst announce that 
there will be a special election on Nov. 5 
to consider a bond issue for the Van Buren 
Public Schools. She said under the new 
law, voters can apply for an absentee ballot 
without having to state a reason; 

e Heard township attorney Rob Young 
report he is continuing to monitor the 
development of case law on marijuana 
matters and he finds some are making an 
effort to be lenient and others to be more 
aggressive. “We need certainty,” he said. 
He said he is working with the Michigan 
Association of Fire Fighters union on the 
contract and the fire fighters are negotiating 
with “the community’s best interests at 
heart.” Young said the county is requiring 
the proposed Verizon cell towers in the 
township to follow storm water management 
rules, which makes the township responsible 
for maintenance of storm water management 
on the sites if the owners fail to manage it; 

e Learned that in the recent water study 
there was no lead found in any home and five 
homes had minimum amounts of copper; 

e Heard Fire Chief Joseph Januszyk 
announce that a crew is at work fixing the 
drain in the fire hall, as approved by the 
board; 

e Heard Treasurer Bednark say the tax bills 
will be mailed out on Dec. | and by then 
the process to pay by credit card should be 
ready. He said residents will be able to pay 
their water bills, dog licenses, and building 
permit fees, and any payment at the window, 
along with their property taxes, with a 3% 
fee for the service.

have needed a new truck for some time. 

“There is no alternative,’ Fielder said of 
the assessment. He said Van Buren Township, 
which at one point considered offering fire 
service to the city, “is moving on and doing its 
own thing.” 

“We can do a special assessment and we 
could have done it two months ago, but that 
wasn’t appropriate,” Fielder said. 

He said the treasurer’s office will look at 
whether the fire truck or police vehicle should 
be purchased first, and officially develop a 
plan, after the city gets the money. 

He said they would have to develop a 
payment plan. The fire truck is urgent, but it 
has to come with the other needs, he said. He 
said vests and turnout gear and other things 
would have to be considered. 

“Day to day necessities,” Fielder said. “Each 
council can change that. This is an advisory 
vote.” 

Cynthia Talaga asked if the assessment could 
go for wages. 

Mayor Conley said it would be used for both 
operating and capital expenses. 

“That’s why the language is written the way 
it is,” she said. 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte said they looked 
at the assessment, which had a wider pool and 
no DDA, versus a millage, which would have 
a smaller pool. He said every year the council 
would vote and under state law they could levy 
from zero mills to 20 mills. He said other cities 
have levied 14 mills for public safety. 

He said they have decided a maximum of 
2 mills. He said since 2012, the city’s public 
safety expenses have exceeded the tax revenue. 

Eric Luke said you can expect a low turnout 
in an off year and so what the few voters say 
isn’t the whole story. He asked the council 
why they didn’t make the decision they were 
elected to make. 

“Why play this game of taking this to the 
voters?” Luke asked. “Twenty or thirty show 
up and want it. Why not make the hard choice? 
Just vote for it.” 

“T think this is the hard choice,” Councilman 
Marcotte said. 

Luke said this is “governing through polls.” 
Rather than putting it on the ballot, which is 
expensive, it would be cheaper going door to 
door. 

Fielder said they had until the third week in 
November to put the assessment on the tax roll 
for this year. 

“We felt it was appropriate to have a public 
hearing,” He said. “If 99% of the people say 
no, it doesn’t mean we couldn’t do it anyway. 
A new council could disagree.” 

Luke, who is public safety director/police 
chief for Sumpter Township, said he’s 
obviously supportive of the assessment. 
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“Tve never heard of something going on 
the ballot and not being binding,” Luke said. 
“Maybe ‘game’ wasn’t a good word for me to 
use. But, it’s a very strange way to do it. Pm 
in favor of it.” 

When asked how much it would cost a 
taxpayer, Mayor Conley said the 2 mills on a 
$400,000 home would cost $200. 

A fire fighter asked if this would just 
supplement everything or could the fire and 
police departments lose money from their 
budgets. 

“If they just needed $50,000 and we had 
$90,000, we could offset operational costs in 
police and fire and could move the money out 
to another project and could take it out of fire 
fighters and police budgets,” the mayor said. 

Aman who identified himself as the president 
of the Victoria Commons Homeowners 
Association said, “We don’t want you to reduce 
the police and fire budgets and replenish the 
city budget so you can put art fixtures up 
and down Main Street.” He said the Victoria 
Commons residents pay up to a $1 million in 
taxes. 

“T support this assessment, but you guys have 
a spending problem,” he said. 

Marcotte said for every $1 in taxes city 
residents pay, 37 cents come to the city in two 
pots, the DDA and the city. He said of that 
under 25 cents goes to the city budget. There is 
not enough money coming in. He pointed out 
the city is landlocked and can’t grow and the 
churches and schools do not pay taxes. 

“We wouldn’t want to create a shell game 
where you take from one and give to another,” 
Marcotte said. 

The Victoria Commons president said he 
would like to fix the problem permanently. 

Marcotte said Belleville doesn’t have a public 
safety millage, but many municipalities do. 

Anna Loranger said the sculptures in the 
city are rented and not owned. She asked who 
decides on this and was told the DDA board 
furnishes the art. 

Fire Chief Loranger said, in the end, it’s 
the taxpayers who pay for the sculptures. He 
told how he asked for $160,000 for the fire 
department in the new budget and it was cut 
$60,000. 

“How do I know you won’t do that again?” 
Chief Loranger said. 

“T would like to have this vote so future 
councils can say 90% of the voters (and you 
can talk about the numbers later) want to do 
this...” Fielder said. 

“Tt will start to look like a shell game,” 
Chief Loranger said referring to Marcotte’s 
comments. “You can cut the fire department 
budget again and fill in with the assessment 

.. it feels like I’m being penalized for being 
fiscally responsible.” 

After more discussion, Marcotte said to 
Chief Loranger, “I don’t think you should have 
to ask, time after time, for things you need.”

At its regular meeting on Monday the 
Belleville City Council was addressed by a 
couple who lives in Waterford Township and 
works in the Van Buren Public Schools. 

Raynard Anderson said he has worked in 
security at Belleville High School for three 
years and his wife Toni has worked in security 
at McBride Middle School for three years. He 
said people may recognize him because he 
takes tickets at school athletic events. 

He said he has started a male mentorship 
program, Man Up, at BHS for borderline 
students. He said he teaches you’re a student 
first before being an athlete. 

“We’re drawn to this community to serve,” 
he said, noting they are looking for a home 
in this area. 

“Are there any needs of the city council 
we could pray for?” he asked. “We’re here to 
serve.” 

He said they have been chaplains for the 
Detroit Police Department for many years 
and he also coaches freshman basketball at 
BHS. 

He said columnist Mitch Albom did a couple 
of stories about what they did in Detroit. 

Councilman Tom Fielder, who knows the 
couple from his substitute teaching in the 
schools, asked if the fire department needed 
a chaplain.

date of Feb. 3. Mayor Conley also announced 
the new Community Pantry put outside of the 
Clement Insurance agency at 354 Main St. 
People may take free food if needed, she said; 

e Heard DPW Director Rick Rutherford say 
the seawall repairs have been completed and 
the restoration and erecting of the fence are 
coming; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$254,377.47 and the following purchases in 
excess of $500: to C&R Lakeside Landscape, 
$98 333 as the final payment per the contract 
for the seawall replacement; to Wolverine 
Freightliner, $5,780.96 for dump truck brake 
repair; to SMART, $5,767.20 for bus repair 
from the Senior Transportation budget; and 
to E-Kit Training, $750 for police officer 
training; 

e Heard Ken Voigt announce from the 
audience the Belleville Area Council for the 
Arts annual art show at the BYC on Nov. 1-3.

Court Watching: 
Stephen Ford bound 


over to circuit court 
on five charges

On Oct. 9, 34" District Court Judge Brian 
A. Oakley ordered Stephen Latroy Ford, 
49, of Van Buren Township bound over to 
circuit court for an Oct. 23 arraignment on 
the information on five charges. 

Ford is charged with two counts of assault 
with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault), weapons felony firearm, 
brandishing a firearm in public, and a fifth 
charge, felony firearm, added after his 
preliminary exam was over. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Mark Bernardi called William Waugh as 
his first witness. Waugh said on Sept. 21 
he got an order to repossess a 2017 Hundai 
from Labrenda Ford in the 14700 block of

Waugh testified he worked for BSR 
(Body Standard Reproduction) towing and 
he repossessed cars in a white Ford F-350 
tow truck with cameras and usually his 
wife Amanda is with him and she was in 
the front passenger seat that day. 

Waugh said he was wearing the same 
repossession shirt, clearly marked, that he 
wore in the courtroom to testify. 

He said he located the car in a driveway, 
verified the paper plate and backed up to 
the Hundai to repossess it, but Labrenda 
Ford ran out of the garage and climbed into 
the car after Waugh had already started to 
lift it from the ground. 

He testified that’s when Stephen Ford 
came out the front door of the house. 
Waugh said he identified himself and said 
he was repossessing Labrenda’s car and 
didn’t have any problem with the man 
yelling at him from the door. 

Waugh testified Stephen Ford called out, 
“Honey, get my gun,” to a female in the 
yard and when she didn’t move, he ran

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inside the house, and came back outside 
with a pistol, which he aimed at Waugh and 
his wife. Waugh testified that Ford yelled 
that Waugh had three seconds to put the car 
down or he would shoot them. 

“I heard a bullet go into the chamber,” 
he said, noting he dropped the car three- 
quarters of the way down, when Labrenda 
drove the car into the garage. 

“I was flooring it out of there with 911 
on the line,” Waugh said. He said three 
officers were dispatched to his location and 
arrived in about seven minutes. 

When retained defense attorney Horace 
Cotton asked if he would take the car with 
Labrenda in it, he said she got in after he 
lifted the car up and there was no chance 
to ask her to exit because all the yelling 
started from Stephen. He said there were 
two other gentlemen with Stephen and two 
other cars in the subdivision driveway. 

“We’re stealing cars,” Waugh told Cotton. 
“That’s what we do.” 
He said while often people threaten to

get a gun, he doesn’t do anything until he 
sees a gun. “I take 20 cars a week and work 
from Detroit and never had this problem,” 
Waugh said. 

He testified that he called out three times 
that he was a “repo man” for Labrenda 
Ford. 

Stephen Ford was bound over by Judge 
Oakley. He is free on $5,000/personal 
recognition bond. 

William Bryan Snyder 

William Bryan Snyder, 29, of Chelsea 
waived his preliminary exam ona charge of 
receiving and concealing a stolen vehicle 
on Sept. 17 in Van Buren Township. He is 
due at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
on Oct. 23 for an arraignment on the 
information. 

Snyder is free on $10,000/personal 
recognizance bond. 

Terry Dean Gallardo 
Charges were dismissed against Terry 
Dean Gallardo, 34, after Assistant Wayne 
County Prosecutor Larry King announced 
that two witnesses for the prosecution 
did not appear to testify in court. Charges 
could be reinstated in the future. 

Gallardo had been charged with assault 
with intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder and domestic violence on Sept. 22 
in Van Buren Township. Defense attorney 
Curtis Davenport filled in for the court- 
appointed attorney who was not present. 

Amanda Elizabeth Malmsten 

Amanda Elizabeth Malmsten, 44, was 
found guilty of domestic violence after 
a bench trial before Judge Oakley. She 
was accused of assaulting her husband 
Jason Allen Malmsten at their home in the 
49000 block of Bemis Road in Van Buren 
Township. 

Judge Oakley sentenced her to 12 months 
of non-reporting probation, a fine of $345, 
and no contact with the victim. She was 
given credit for the two days she spent in 
jail. 

Jason Malmsten said the two are 
divorcing and she just got served with the 
papers. They no longer live together. 

Jason’s 15-year-old son testified to seeing 
his stepmother kick his father in the lower 
back and Jason testified she also punched 


his father in the back during that incident 
on Aug. 13. Jason testified that he had a bad 
back. A Van Buren Police officer testified 
to what he found when he responded to the 
boy’s call that morning. 

Defense attorney Gary Janadia played 
several recordings his client had made of 
her husband yelling at her and Janadia 
also called Amanda to the witness stand to 
testify to the terrible relationship the two 
had. She denied hitting him. She was so 
talkative on the stand, speaking over the 
judge, that Judge Oakley, at one point after 
telling her many times not to speak while 
the judge was speaking, told her to “shut 
up” or he would hold her in contempt of 
court. 

The teenage son, who lives with his 
mother in Taylor, told Judge Oakley he 
didn’t know why his father and stepmother 
didn’t get along, but he asked each of them 
to forgive each other for whatever it was 
because his father really loved her. 

Judge Oakley said he found the boy to be 
an incredible witness. 

Prosecutor King said the son witnessed 
the domestic violence and testified to it 
and, “This is not a happy marriage.”

Court Watching: 
Four bound over on 


charges of credit cards 
stolen at Harbour Club

Four defendants — all Ypsilanti residents 
-- held their preliminary exams together 
before 34° District Court Chief Judge 
Tina Brooks Green on Oct. 16 for their 
alleged parts in the stealing of credit cards 
and wallets from cars at Harbour Club 
apartments on Sept. 24. 

After the exam, Judge Green bound 
over all four on the charges for an Oct. 
30 arraignment on the information at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Mark 
Bernardi asked the judge to drop charge six 
since they were unable to prove there were 
six cards stolen. Charged with five counts 
of stealing a financial transaction device 
are: 

e Kentaria Shi-Tarra Cummings, 27, who 
is also charged with driving while license 
suspended-2™. She is accused of being 
the driver of the getaway car and was 
represented by attorney Whitney Lemelin, 
who was filling in for her court-appointed 
attorney Brigid Markey; 

e Samuel Malcolm Hamilton, 19, who 
was defended by his court-appointed 
attorney Whitney Lemelin; 

e Jarvier Savar McIntyre, 18, defended by 
court-appointed attorney Duane Johnson; 
and 

e Alexander Harrison McMullan, 19, 
defended by court-appointed attorney 
Robert Jurczyk. 

Each was free on $5,000 personal 
recognizance bond. 

Before the exam began, attorney Lemelin 
stated there was no conflict of interest 
with him representing Hamilton and also 
standing in for Cummings’ attorney who 
could not be present. 

First witness brought by Prosecutor 
Bernardi was Van Buren Township Police 
Officer Christopher Hayes, who testified 
that on Sept. 24 at 3:30 a.m. he was on 
road patrol and was dispatched to Harbour 
Club apartments. The reporting party who 
called 911 said a car alarm was heard and 
three individuals with backpacks were in 
the parking lot. 

Officer Hayes said when he got there he 
talked to someone who told him he should 
be looking for three black males with 
backpacks and they had been seen running 
east, which he relayed on the radio to other 
officers. He said he started looking into 
cars that were broken into and didn’t find 
any. 

He said two other officers had found a 
vehicle with four people in it — three males 
and a female — about 200 feet away from 
where he originally called them. The group 
had two large backpacks. He said the males 
were sweating profusely even though it 
was in the 60s and cool. 

Hayes said he talked to the two males in

Hayes testified when they found an ID card 
in the backpack with a credit card with a 
name other than any of those in the car in 
a wallet, they put everything back in place 
and got a search warrant. 

Under cross examination by Lemelin, 
Hayes said the car was backed into a 
parking spot, with the lights on inside the 
vehicle and the radio on, with the windows 
fogged up. Hayes said Cummings told her 
she drove to the location.

Supervisor McNamara and his getting the 
budget put together and ready for approval 
way before the Dec. 31 state deadline, 
prodded White to say what positive things 
he sees in the budget. 

White said the new fire department vehicle 
equipment is good and the rebuilding of 
the public safety. 

“I’m conservative when it has to do with 
money,” White continued. “Seniors on the 
south end are struggling. Some just have 
social security ... We should give them 
value for their money ... not giving out 
raises willy-nilly to people you like ... 
Last year there was $1 million approved 
for capital improvement, some necessary, 


some not.” 
Trustee Sherry Frazier said the raises 
were based on what some employees did. 

Miller said she had meant for White to 
explain what he liked in the process of 
approving this budget. 

Miller then asked Clerk Wright to explain 
how little taxes the people pay. 

Clerk Wright said, “We need to educate 
the people.” He said there are 7,500 
rooftops that pay taxes in the township. Not 
all the taxes people pay go to VBT, and he 
listed what goes to the county, WCCC, and 
the schools. He said the township gets $26 
per rooftop, plus the public safety millage. 

“We’re not in the business to make 
money, but to collect taxes and provide 
services,” he said in response to White’s 
comments about how business worked at 
Kroger’s where he had retired.

Supervisor McNamara said $860,000 
of the $17 million budget is paid by the 
residents. Six million dollars of the budget 
comes to the police. 

White suggested residents look at the 
websites of nearby communities to see 
how public money is spent there. 

“We get a lot of grants, thank goodness,” 
said Trustee Frazier. 

At the beginning of the 2020 budget 
discussion, Supervisor McNamara read his 
budget statement. He said it’s a $600,000 
reduction in the budget, from $18.3 million 
last year to $17.6 million. 

He said they are completing the rebuilding 
of the VBT facilities and the fire department 
will have six full-time fire fighters. There 
are two Iron Belle Trail projects. One is 
final construction stages from Edgemont to 
Riggs Park, with grants from the state plus 
$100,000 from the township. The second 
project is the trail at Old Denton Road and 
Van Buren Park, which has a $500,000 
federal grant through the county. 

Also, there are grants for French Landing 
Park and an additional $31,000 is being 
added to the county budget for this park. 

McNamara said there are more than $1 
million in grants from the county. 

He also said the township has a 20-year 
lease from Waste Management for the 
buildings at the golf course. The township 
is working on a new Master Plan and 
looking at the possibility of a community 
center. 

He asked for two changes to the proposed 
budget that evening. One is to move the 
REAL [Revealing Exceptionally Amazing 
Leaders] program budget from Human 
Resources to the Supervisor’s Office. The 
second change is to add $100,000 to the 
fire department for wages.

At the work/study session the day before, 
Miller said the township gets the money 
for the REAL program from the Wayne 
Detroit Mental Health Authority. 

“T don’t know how it landed on her desk,” 
she said referring to Human Resources 
Director Nicole Sumpter. 

Frazier agreed that for two to three 
months Sumpter is tied up with this REAL 
program to train young people. 

Also, during the work/study session, 
McNamara said he couldn’t believe the 
township didn’t get a grant it applied 
for to get funds for new fire fighters. He 
again said he couldn’t believe they didn’t 
get the grant and he’d like to give the 
fire department some help by giving it 
$100,000 extra in its budget. 

At the Oct. 1 board meeting, McNamara 
assured the public that they had scrutinized 
the figures and the fire department budget 
would be “straight-line” without any need 
for more funds to hire six full-time fire 
fighters. 

When asked if the township can reapply 
for the grant, he said it was only for new 
fire fighters and VBT would no longer 
qualify. 

McNamara said the earlier figures didn’t 
take into account something like the dam 
breaking or a huge house fire that would 
need a lot of fire fighters. 

Miller said if the fire department doesn’t 
use the extra money it can go back to the 
general fund. 

In other business at the one-hour-31- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved the supervisor’s appointment 
of Denise Partridge to fill the balance of 
her late husband Steve Partridge’s term 
on the Water and Sewer Commission until
